NEW YORK, July 10.—UP)—Cot- 


ton prices jumped as much as $10 
a bale today on the New York cot- 
ton .exchange after the government 
estimated this year's cotton acre- 
age nearly one third lower than 
last. 
Traders surprised by the low fig-

Giant Ford Union Votes To Require 
Anti-Communist Oaths Of Officials 


DETROIT, 
July 10—(/P)—Ford 


Local 600, giant of the CIO United 
Auto Workers union (CIO), will 
requare its 550 officials to sign an- 
ti-Communist 
pledges. 


. The general council of the 60,- 
000 member local voted Sunday 


•^ 75 to 63. to establish the pledge 
requirement. It gave the local's 


, officials until August 1 to sign 
the pledges, on penalty of possi- 
ble ouster. 
.The action is the first such on 
record for any UAW local. It was 
made as part of a general policy of 
support of President Truman for 
his action in Korea, and condem- 
nation of the Soviet Union. 
The measure, propo_ed by Carl 
Stellato, newly-elected local pres- 
ident, met with bitter opposition. 
One opponent warned that it would 
aet the pattern for loyalty pledges 


from all industrial workers. 
"This will be called witch-hunt- 
ing," Stellato said. "But how can 
that charge be justified 
when 
American soldiers are being kill- 
ed in Korea?" 
The pledge reads: 
"I hereby pledge that I owe 
allegiance to the government of 
the United States and no other. 
"I suporpt the policy of the CIO 
as thafpolicy may; be determined 
by majority opinion within my 
union. 


"I further state that I am not

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., July 


10.—

—Ambassador-at-Large 


Philip C. Jessup declared today 
there can never be any serious 
question about who started 
the 
Korean war. 


Despite the "flood of lies" which 
has poured from the Communists, 
he said, the record proves that 
they were the aggressors. 


The North Korean Commun- 
ist forces attacked the Republic 
of Korea without warning, with- 
out provocation, without 
any 
justification 
whatsoever," Jes- 


sup declared. "It has never been 
more true than in tills case that 
actions 
speak 
louder 
than 
words. 
"Communist 
peace propaganda 


has sought to lull the peoples of 
the free world at the very moment 
when Communist imperialism was 


preparing and launching this war 
of aggression." 
Jessup discussed 
the Korean 


situation in a talk prepared for 
the 17th session of the Institute 
of Public Affairs at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. 


He called the attack on Korea 
the most bare-faced attack on 
the United Nations Itself," re- 
callinc that the UN hod helped 
to set up the South Korean gov- 
ernment.

Success could hardly have been 
more direct or more revealing," 
Jessup said.

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THE LINE IS DRAWN 


It has often been argued 


that, in order to clarify rela- 
tions between the United 
States and the Communist 
nations, a line should be 
drawn over which the Com- 
munists would not be per- 
mitted to step, and which 
would be defended 
with 


whatever force might be re- 
quired. There also have been 
sound arguments against the 
idea, not the least of which 
has been the difficulty of lo- 
cating the line. Now, for bet- 
ter or worse, the line has 
been drawn. For that is the 
effect of the order authoriz- 
ing the Army, Air Force and 
the Navy to participate in 
the defense of South Korea. 


This step in Korea is a 


declaration that the aggres- 
sions of 
the 
i Communists 


against non-Communist na- 
tions will not be allowed to 
take the form of overt mili- 
tary action across national 
boundaries. 
Actually this 


line coincides with the policy 
laid down in Berlin earlier in 
the year, with respect to the 
plan to send 
Communist 


youth 
storming into 
the 


western sectors of that city. 
The American stand was not 
tested in Berlin; perhaps it 
was decided to make the test 
in Korea instead. 


Our course in Korea is not 


without risk. But is it in di- 
rect and declared support of 
an action of the United Na- 
tion. 
Russia 
might 
send 


active help to the Reds in 
North Korea, and so come 
to grips with Americans 
helping in the defense of the 
republic, but Russia could 
not do that except in open 
defiance of the United Na- 
tions and assault against it. 
To Russia is left the choice 
between open warfare and 
compliance with internation- 
al authority. Here, at long 
last, we have seized the ini- 
tiative in the cold war.

terious "weed killer" destruction 
of 
cotton—has 
struck 
Navarro 


county farmers. 


"And we don't know where the 


stuff is coming from," says Coun- 
ty Agent W. H. Walker, who term- 
ed the matter serious. 


More than a half dozen cotton 


fields have shown the presence of 
weed-killer chemicals, such as 2- 
4-D; and the effect on cotton i, 
worse 
than 
on weeds, 
Walker 


said. 


"Cotton is very susceptible to 
weed-killer," the county agent re- 
ported. 
"It produces an abnor. 
mal rapid growth, tearing down 
the cell tissue." 


Walker urged all persons who 
are using the chemicals to be 
ceedingly careful and to learn the 
necessary precautions. 


The theory advanced was that 
persons killing weeds this time 
of year arc applying the poison 
too liberally, that the lighter-than- 
air sprays have "drifted" into cot- 
ton fields. 


One farmer reported that his 


wife, using only a half pint ot 
weed 
killer 
around the 
house, 


damaged cotton plants some 150 
yards \away. 


Calvin Franklin and M. J. Craw- 


ford, both of the Kerens vlcitity, 
reported 
that 
weed-killer spray 


had drifted into five of their cot- 
ton 
fields. 


Precautions to be taken in ap- 


plying weed-killer may be had by 
contacting the 'county agent's of- 
fice. 


"An inexperiencev person should 


not use it this time of year," Walker 
advised. 
* * * 


Fleahoppers are on the hop in 
cotton fields, probably because o£ 
the recent showers. 
As for the 


boll weevil, the county shows a 28 
per cent infestation in untreated 
fields, while treated fields reveal 
only 2 per cent punctured squares, 


The critical period for develop- 


ment of bollworm infestations is 
about here, reports the Texas Ag- 
ricultural 
Experiment 
Station. 
About the first county farmer 
to 


report presence of this parasite 
was Robert Jones of Dawson.
